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 WHEREAS, throughout the years, he has performed numerous trials in the Circuit 

Courts of Rutherford and Cannon counties and preliminary hearings in General Sessions Courts 

in both Murfreesboro and Smyrna; and 

 WHEREAS, a member of the National College of District Attorneys, General Jackson 

has served assiduously and will retire in January 2022; and
